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County Denies BH Short-Changed From Grants

Eleven of the \3 members of the Berricb county board of com- 


missioners climbed out of the trenches Tuesday to repy to the City 
of Benton Harbor and a black coalition over the control'of federal 
manpower and poverty programs In the county. 


In a strongly-worded resolution read to the board by Commis- 


sioner Lad Stacey of Berrien Springs, the 11 members .charged 
Benton Harbor officials with trying to cover up their own failures 
and totally denied allegations of discrimination in the county's 
hiring practices and the; division of federal funds. 


The surprise resolution drew an immediate reaction from the 


board's two black commissioners — Victor Greer and Bill Joseph 
.— who signed the coalition telegram sent to thte U.S. Department 
of Labor on Sept. 19 asking that federal funds to Bcrrien county be 
.held up pending an investigation of discrimination charges: . 


"This Is outrageous,;to say the least," Greer declared. "It's 


.another indication in my opinion of some few taking pot shots at' 
the City of Benton Harbor."

"I'm Just astonished;" be lidded in reference to preparation of 


the resolution by the 11 members. "I really think this is a slap in 
the face to Mr. Joseph and myself." 


Bill Joseph also crttized his fellow commissioners for presenting 


the resolution without his prior knowledge and said "this only 
shows some of the racism that would be Involved." 


Joseph's charge of racism, in turn, was branded "absolutely 


idiotic" by Stacey, who read the resolution on the part of the II 


white commissioners who presented it for adoption and approved 
it by an 11-2 vote. 
, 


"Whenever, we don't like something, we start talking about 


discrimination," Stacey responded, adding that the black coali- 
tion's demand to cut off all federal funding "would absolutely 
break the county." 


The resolution countered charges of discrimination in distribu- 


tion of federal funds by stating that the Benton Harbor area has 
been allocated 66.3 per cent of the county's Comprehensive 
Educational Training Act (CETA) funds — a total of-more 


than(2.9 million. 


'...'. It also stated that the county employs higher percentages of 


non-whites and females than exist in the county population. 


Of 1,001 county employes, 19 per cent are non-white and 67 per 


cent female,.the resolution declares, compared to a county 
.population 12 per cent non-white and 51 per cent female in the 187(1 
census. 


The resolution mentions Benton Harbor directly only in refer- 


ring.to "attacks on Bcrrien county and its officials in weekly per- 
.fbnnance of the Benton Harbor City Commission, seemingly one

But it notes that "one of" the county's 39 municipalities appears 


to desire dictating county policy and that "this unit of government 
has one of the poorest records of accomplishment in helping their 
own citizens with the problems that are normally handled by local 
units."

. The resolution also commends the work of the county planning 
and social services committee and the Twin Cities Area Chamber 
of Commerce, both of which have been attacked by black officials 
for their role in the CETA program. 


The resolution was offered over the signatures of Stacey, 


Chairman Leslie Fischer and Commissioners R.J. Burkhols:, 
Nancy Clark, Carl Gnodtke, Otto Grau, Walter llcyn, Edward 
Mattix, Frank Poorman, Kenneth Wcndzel and George Wyburn, 
each of whom voted for its adoption.

Following the vote, both factions appeared conciliatory. 
. ."' 


"The cards are sort of on the table, and there's a 


disagreement," Greer said. "I'd suggest the chairman set a 
meeting where these bodies (the city and county) can sit down and 
resolve their differences." 


Fischer responded that the entire board could not attempt to 


tackle problems of each of the county's 39 municipalities, but ap- 
pointed a committee of five commissioners to discuss the problem 
— Stacey, Greer, Joseph, Mattix and Mrs. Clark. 


Joseph later called this "a step in thq right direction" and said 


he was hopeful it would sec some progress.

: The driver of the other car, 
19-year-old James Salanitcs, 


. was questioned and voluntarily 


took a sobriety test, Hartford 
police said. There were five 
other teen-agers in his Buick, 
but none of them was hurt. 


"I don't see where he did 


anything wrong," police Lt. 
Thomas' Grant said of the 
Meriden, Conn., teen. Police 
said no charges would be con- 
sidered against Salanitcs until 
blood lest results wore available 
In several days. 


It was the third incident to 


mar one of Ford's recent oulof- 
lown journeys. He was the tar- 
get of two alleged assaslnation 
attempts in California during 
separate visits in September. A 
police spokesman, explaining 
how II was possible for an auto 
to get a clear run at Ford's car, 
said police were only guarding 
intersections within two blocks 
of the President's departure 
point. The incident occurred 
three blocks away. 


"I feel fine, I feel great,'.' 


Ford said shortly afterwards.

stopped only briefly before 
taking the President to the air- 
port for the trip back to 
Washington. 


A Secret Service spokesman 


said of the incident, there was 
"no reason to believe il was 
anything but an accident."

limousine.... You know, the way 
that thing was armored."

continued !'is frequent forays, 
while taking care to appear 
before groups which were easily 
screened. 


The GOP fund-raising dinner

Salanites' car barreled into the 
limousine. 


The motorcade entered the 


intersection at Talcott and 
Market streets while the traffic 
signal was green, but witnesses 
said the light had changed to 
red when the limousine enlcred 
the cross-road and was hit by 
the Buick, which .was descibed 
as moving rapidly. 


Pislols drawn, Secret Service 


agents leaped from one car and 
surrounded the Buick. Police 
said Salanilcs emerged from his 
car and said the crash was an 
accident, explaining lie saw the

proceeded through the intersec- 
tion. 


Authorities said it is normal 


procedure .for the motorcade to 
continue against traffic lights.

," An article in yesterday's edition 
related that last Friday Mrs. Adline 
Morris, 41, of Detroit, gave birth to 
herieth child. 
-^She explained that she didn't always 
want a big family but 13 years ago she 
and her husband James became 
members of the Pentacostal church, 
which fobids contraception. 


"Other women have money and big 


houses," Mrs. Morris told a reporter. 
''The Lord gave me children instead." 


.Well, the Lord may have given Mr. 


and Mrs. Morris their children. But 
the.taxpayers of Michigan are going to 
have'to help pay for them. 
;:Mr. Morris can't support his family 
from his wages as a press operator for 
the Budd Co. So the Morris family 
gets $360 a month in general assis- 
tance. 


General assistance is a different 


welfare program from Aid to Families 
\$th Dependent Children (ADC). ADC 
comes out of the state and federal 
treasuries and largely covers families 
with no father to support them. 
General Assistance (GA) is paid 60' 
per cent by each county and 40 per 
cent by the.state up to the point at 


which it costs the county one mill tax 


r in total. Then it's taken over 100 per 


cent by:the state. 


But because GA payments have 


been rising rapidly in Wayne (Detroit) 
county, the Michigan Legislature has 
changed the GA setup. Beginning Dec. 
1 of this year, the burden of GA will 
gradually be phased from part-county, 
part-state to 100 per cent state in five 
years. 


The liberalism with which the 


Legislature's free spenders approve 
handouts could mean the GA program 
will soon rival ADC in scope. And ADC 
costs the state hundreds of millions 
per year, plus a similar amount from 
the federal government. 


The cost to others of supporting the 


Morris family is only a part of the 
public burden. Some of the world's 
best scientific minds are thoroughly 
frightened by the spectre of over- 
populatipn,' creating 
cataclysmic 


famine and War within a matter -of 
decades.

If such a theory had 
held sway in the past, perhaps the 
airlines would not have been so eager 
to equip their fleets with, super-ex- 
pensive aircraft flying half-empty 
over routes other airlines also are 
obligated to serve whether they have 
enough paying passengers or not.

more efficiently if they have to rely 
more heavily on their own devices to 
stay aloft reflects a poor understand- 
ing of the competitive system of com- 
merce.

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decline for the first time in decades. 
The phenomenon was hailed al the 
time as one of the few benefits from 
the fuel crunch. 


More recently notice has been paid 


to other statistics from that period 
which indicate a drop in deaths from 
causes other than highway accidents, 
but which some researchers believe 
could have a tie-in to reduced driving 
habits. San Francisco county, for one, 
noted a 13 pprcenl decline in deaths 
from all causes during a three-month 
period at the height of the gasoline 
shortage.

A decrease of almost 33 percent in 


deaths from chronic lung disease was 
noted, along with a 16 percent decline 
in 
deaths 
from 
cardiovascular 


diseases. It is possible, of course, that 
a combination! of factors brought 
about these unexpected results. 


But a number of driving-related 


causes also have been suggested. Less 
stress from driving less, fewer pollu- 
tants in the air,, more walking and 
simply more opportunity to relax at 
home are among suggested possibili- 
ties. No definite conclusions have 
been reached, but the correlations are 
intriguing.

This Democratic Congress 


and this Republican adminis- 
tration have been deeply con- 
cerned aboul Ihe possible poli- 
tical and economic effects of the 
mushrooming buildup of pe- 
trodollars in the coffers of a few 
oil countries. 


The worry became almost 


panic..when. It .'was estimated 
this floating pool of capilal 
worldwide could hit between 
$100 billion and $300 billion in a 
few years.

were " sensational 


predictions" that these oil lands 
would, in a few short years, be 
able lo buy out the entire in- 
dustry of Great Britain and a 
goodly share of America's lar- 
gest concerns. 


These estimates, followed by 


reports lhat a few of these 
millions had already been used 
to buy control of some American 
firms, set off a rash of bills in 
Congress aimed at limiting or 
controlling foreign investment 
here by one means or another.. 


Paradoxically, though you can 


hear a speech on ihe subject al- 
most any month, relatively few 
in Congress seem really con- 
cerned about the floating capital 
.owned or controlled by or- 
'ganjzed crime. 


Yet the prosecutors at the 


meeting referred to above were 
told by a Treasury official that 
it had been estimated, but not 
confirmed, 
that 
organised 


crime in this country alone con- 
trols an- equity of $300 billion 
dollars. No estimate was given 
for Ihe capital controlled by the 
crime syndicates worldwide. 


The same official estimated 


gross annual organized crime 
income in the United States at 
$30 billion to $flO billion a year 


Officials are certain that con- 


siderable chunks of this money 
are being used For the penetra- 
tion and control of what have 
been legitimate companies. 


But despite., the 
billions 


reportedly involved, and the 
possible disastrous effects of 
mobster control of American 
businesses 
— 
a 
worse 


predicament by far than large 
oil country investments here, no 
one in Congress or the adminis- 
tration 
has^ more 
than 
a 


generalised 
smattering 
of 


knowledge as to where this 
money is going and what im- 
portant; commercial or indus- 
trial companies are coming 
under- gangster control. They 
have some knowledge of a host 
of minor firms. 


Officials know also,:that the 


godfathers and their families 
are sending their youngsters lo 
college, and lhat these educated 
young men are coming into the 
operations, foreshadowing a 
coming sophistication already 
frightening law officials.

A facelift for the ccllblock 


urea of the Bcrricn county jail 
which is part of a proposed 
major expansion was authorized 
yesterday when the Berrien 
board 
of 
commissioners 


approved a bid for window 
replacement and a new ventila- 
tion system. 


The board awarded the con- 


Iract to Dent Plumbing und 
Healing Co. of Kalamazoo for its 
bid of $217,777 for the combined 
projects. Dent's hid was the 
lowest of three which ranged up 
to $274,395. 


The project calls for replacing 


all windows in the ccllblock and 
receiving areas of the 23-year- 
old jail in St. Joseph, and Ins- 
tallation of a new mechanical 
ventilating system. Commis- 
sioner Otto Grnu said work 
should i>o started before winter, 
with a completion date in seven 
or eight months. 


Grau said the new windows 


are bullet-prof types which do 
not require bars since they can't 
be broken. They're ulso sound- 
proof, he added. 


Commissioner Frank Poor- 


man previously said the present 
windows lost two million BTU's 
of heat annually, and the new 
insulating windows will recover 
their costs within five years in 
UK heat they save. 


Window replacement and ins- 


tallation of the new ventilation 
system arc part of a major 
program to expand the jail to 
accomodate the ever-increasing 
number of 'prisoners lodged 
there. Commission members

ideli-lhat began three years ago 
as X three-pound clay model is 
now taking shape at Andrews 
university as a 60-ton reinforced 
concrete sculpture, the climax 
of the career of Alan Collins, 
noted British sculptor and an 
art professor at AU.' 


The sculpture, located in the 


patio 
of 
the 
AU science 


complex, consists of a twisting 
90-foot concrete ribbon one yard 
wide and between seven to 12 
inches thick. The ribbon forms 
two interlocking loops In a giant 
knot 20 feet high. , 


Four secondary concrete rib- 


bons extend outward from the 
base.' 


The initial plans for the 


science complex called lor a 
sculpture of some kind to offset 
the heavy rectilinear structure 
of the building, according to Dr.' 
Richard Hammill, university 
president.

piece from the science complex 
architect. But, Hammill says, 
since an architect's plans for 
such a sculpture would have 
been prohibitively expensive, 
the university commissioned its 
own artist, Collins, to develop 
both the sculpture and the patio.

Christ's second advent. The 
spreading, intersecting loops 
enclose a space with,the shape 
of a mandorlii — long a symbol 
of Christ — and in outward 
profile the loops resemble the 
atomic mushroom cloud. 


It is said, Collins notes, that 


the elements will melt with fer- 
vent heat at Christ's second 
coming, perhaps by atomic fire.

of

sculpture 


(earth, air, fire and water) bend 
outward, as if prostrated by 
melting heat.

Collins has entitled the sculp- 


ture "Regeneration."

High Court Bars FPC Gas Plan 


WASHINGTON-(AP) — With a growing natural gas, shortage 


expected this winter, the U S Supreme Court has ruled out a tactic 
which the Federal Power Commission considered its best hope of 
providing any Immediate relief. 


By barring 180-day exemptions from federal price controls on 


natural gas, the court left it squarely up to Congress to decide 
whether to permit such exemptions which in effect temporarily 
-lifted the price controls that are blamed by the natural gas In- 
dustry for shortages. 


Even if Congress takes action later this year to permit the ex- 


ceptions, however, that would provide only partial relief for the 
expected shortages. 


The Federal Energy Administration estimates that temporary 


exceptions from federal price controls would make It possible for 
interstate pipelines to buy an additional 200 billion to 4flfl billion 
cubic feet of gas this .winter at unregulated prices up to three or 


four times as high/as the federal ceiling price.

Meanwhile, concerned about suspicions that some producers or 


pipelines may not have been trying as hard as they could to meet 
their contract obligations fot gas deliveiies, the FPC announced 
Tuesday that it will crack down on any who are unnecessarily 
reducing their deliveries

The FPC did not cite any specilic examples, but said such 


questions have arisen through congressional hearings "as well as 
in the day-to-day admmirtration" of the Natural Gas Act by the 
FPC 


The FPC said it will hold pipelines and gas> producers respon- 


sible for delivering their obligated amounts of natural gas or 
explaining why they can't.

Michigan Law Comes First 


LANSING, Mich (AP) — the Michigan- Court of Appeals has 


ruled that the amount of financial damages that can be sought 
from a Virginia air crash should be based on Michigan', not Vir- 
ginia law The appeals court said the legal doctrine that "the law 
of the place of'the accident controls" is not applicable to plane 
crashes The court ruled on the request of Janice S. Branyan and 
Charleen F. Beeckman, whose husbands were killed in a'1971 
crash of a plane owned by Alpena Flying Service, Inc., a Michigan 
firm Each plantiff sued for damages exceeding $75,000, but 
damages were reduced by trial courts to $75,000 since a Virginia 
statute limits damages to that amount. The "appeals court ruled 
that the plaintiffs', contacts with Michigan are greater than those 
with Virginia, and "the interests of the State of Michigan far 
outweigh those of Virginia."

O'Brien announced Tuesday 
that he had gnen the 7-foot 
former Philadelphia 76er and 
Los Angeles Laker the okay to 
deal with any NBA club he 
wants. 


Chamberlain's 
attornej, 


Seymour Goldberg, was not 
happy with the commissioner's 
action, calling it "a fraud, an 
absolute fraud." 


Chamberlain, 39 years old 


and off the court for two years, 
last played with the Lakers 
and, up until Tuesday, had a 
valid contract with the team at 
a reported $450,000 a year The 
contract continued through the 
coming 
season, 
although 


whether the Lakers would 
honor it 
a'most 
assuredly 


would have wound up in the 
courts. 


Since the Lakers already had 


acquired two centers, including 
Kareem Abdul-Jabbar, Cham- 
berlain became an unnecessary 
commodity. The former Ail- 
Star didn't want to report to 
camp because he said the 
Lakers as much' as told him

that he wouldn't make the 
team anyway. 


In a statement read to The 


Associated Press by O'Brien's 
office, the commissioner stated 
flatly that he had taken the

berlain must report to the Los 
Angeles Lakers and if the 
Lakers elected to':utilize- his 
services, I would personally 
intervene in any resulting con- 
troversy in order to determine 
the 'respective rights of the 
parties including, the rights, if 
any, the Lakers retain in 
Chamberlain's services.' 


"However, weeks 
elapsed 


and Chamberlain has not ful- 
filled this requirement. His at- 
torney has written letters and 
issued innumerable press sta- 
tements, but in no way has 
there been a good faith effort to 
resolve this controversy.

nine days away, these tactics 
have created ah increasingly 
untenable situation for the 
Lakers in terms of their roster 
and for the NBA "

Goldberg, contacted in En- 


cino, Calif., said: "There is 
something missing in O'Brien's 
statement. Each owner got an 
additional line that wasn't in 
the 
statement 
which 
was 


released to the press. 


"The additional line says, in 


effect, that tin the event that 
Wilt Chamberlain signs with 
any other NBA franchise, the 
commissioner shall expect, ac- 
cording to league rules, for 
that team to adequately com- 
pensate the Lakers. 


"I promised Jack Kent Cooke 


(Lakers' owner) that he would 
not get anything. He's not en- 
titled to anything. It depends 
now on what Mike Burke wants 
to do." 


Chamberlain jumped 
from 


the Lakers to the San Diego 
American Basketball Associa- 
tion team in 1974 to become a 
player-coach.
